In the growth of this state 
there have been added to the machin- 
ery of government many parts that Ire 
needless or out of'date. 
They have 


become fixed charges, made so by the 
personal service it'seif. 
It is the ten- 


dency of government to add functions, 
and keep on adding until the personal 
or party desire is satisfied. There is 
not a department or bureau but what 
can be cut down or simplified and made 
to do as good or better service than 
ever. 
Of course, this cannot be ob- 


tained without some struggle, for the 
issue will be outside of the public need. 
The commissions can be reduced. 
In 


O. Henry's biography is quoted this 
from Julius Caesar: "Omnis Gallia in 
tres panes divisa 'est." and it is thus 
translated: "We will need all of our 
gall in devising means to tree these 
parties." And so it will be in the re- 
duction "of 43.departments to a dozen." 
a little gall will be required to simplify 
the government, reduce the burdens on 
the people's shoulders and lessen the 
tre.s paries to one.

Shaping th* Nails.

Three times a week is not too often 
to shape the nails. This means that 
frequently only a few touches' with the 
steel file will be necessary 
Then the 
ends of the fingers should be massaged 
with cold cream and the finger tips 
pinched back from the nails. 
% 
Each day soak the hands in warm, 
soapy, water and then remove the dead 
cuticle with a cotton tipped stick. Then 
dry the fingers and polish the nails 
with cream or a powder such as this 
one: Talcum powder one half ounce, 
pulverized pumice stone two ounces and 
carmine fifteen grains. 
Mix and sift 


through bolting cloth or coarse brown 
paper. Use the buffer with swift, firm 
strokes and then wash the fingers with 
clean water. 
To keep the hands eoft and white 
apply each night honey and almond 
.cream or equal parts of rosewater and 
glycerine, to which a few drops of 
carbolic acid has been added. Cover 
the hands with an old pair of kid gloves 
from which the tips of the fingers have 
been cut. The following ingredients 
are required for honey and almond 
cream Honey one ounce, powdered 
white soap one half ounce, oil of sweet 
almonds thirteen ounces, oil of bitter 
almonds half a dram, oil of bergamot 
quarter of a dram, oil of cloves seven 
drops, balsam of Peru one half dram 
and liquor of potassa one half dram. 
Mix the oils with the balsam, then 
niix the honey with the soap in a mor- 
tar and add enough potassa to produce 
a nice cream. Combine the two mix- 
tures and continue to beat until you 
have thoroughly incorporated the emol- 
lient. If the skin becomes hardened 
and calloused about the .finger nails 
soak the tips of the fingers in warm 
olive oil before retiring.
